WHAT WOMEN BID. 


DREARY SPOTS MADE TO BLOSSOM 


•'• ' - 
AS THE ROSE. 


Row' it Village "Wa> Improved and 
,^^i»de Bemutltul —Mnd Hole* and 
•Weed Plota Turned Into Parka—The 
Ken Said It Couldn't Be Done. 
When women seriously take a hold of a 


SpbafcHJt, it is pretty safe to assume that 
they will succeed. But it is as village im- 
provers that they have never been known 
t 
vo fail when, once they started in. A case 
in point is the transformation, of Oxford, 
an old town. irrtb.e Interior of New York. 
,i T£ree parks were set apart by the pio- 
n&ers originally, but after 100 years they 
''we're little regarded by the people- then 
living within sight of them. They were 
overrun with weeds and brush. Trees 
began to grow promiscuously in one, 
vdbile the lines of another were broken, 
dowta,. and it became a mud hole. 


One afternoon two women were looking 


out on, the plot called Lafayette square. 
A little stream was stagnating through 
its center. Drivers and pedestrians had 
no consideration for the struggling grass. 


The two talked with other women, and 


a meeting of women was called to devise 
ways and means of improving the village. 
A permanent organization was formed, 
and a president, vice president, treasurer 
and secretary were elected. A board of 
directors and an executive committee 
were also appointed, and a constitution, 
and bylaws were adopted. 


Organization was perfected in Septem- 


ber, the objects of the society were made 
known throughout the community aud the 
work of improving the Village began at 
the home of each of the twenty members. 
The majority of the people said, "Ton can 
never accomplish anything." But the wo- 
men entered enthusiastically upon their 
enterprise. They wrought'changes in their 
own dooryards. They exchanged "slips" 
of hardy plants, purchased the roots of 
inexpensive but pretty shrubs. 
By or- 


dering together and purchasing at whole- 
sale they were able to save much. All or- 
ders were shipped to the president of the 
society, and the expressage on individual 
packages was saved for the purchase of 
more shrubs. 


It was an aggressive campaign. The 


rubbish which had accumulated in the 
corners of the fences was cleared away. 
Old fences were replaced by new ones or 
repaired or removed entirely. The women 
made beautiful lawns about their homes 
and planted vines to spread over walls 
and fences. Ornamental shrubbery was 
Set out. Pretty evergreen or deciduous 
trees were procured from the forest near 
by and set in rows where the crumbling 
fences once stood. As the village was 
noted for its bluestone handsome stone 
walks were procured cheaply. 
A.S soon 


as these were laid it was spen to be cs- 
Sential that wide gutters should be made, 
and with the gutters came grading the 
streets and removing weeds and stones. 
Attention was given to back dooryards 
that faced the railroad. 
Weeds and 


brush had overrun them, and they had 
become a dumping ground. Back doors 
and barns which had never known a coat 


were painted, and the weather 


"tumbledown board fences were 


replaced by neat white pickets. 


A subscription was finally started for 


funds to restore the parks. People were 
^ked tpgive anything from a cent up. 
**&. NewTSngland supper was given, and 
It proved to be BO pleasant and success- 
Inl that it has been repeated annually. 
The society was able to swell the contri- 
butions by the proceeds from a series of 
entertainments embracing concerts, the- 
atricals and lectures, which found ready 
favor. These also were found so profita- 
tjle in, every sense that they have been 
continue^. 


The^money having finally been raised, a 


committee of three was appointed to nr- 
r?*SlN§!r grading and curbing Lafayette 
wfuare, the dimensions of which were 
180 by 62 feet. 
A handsome fountain 


was given as a memorial to a former res- 
ident by -his sons at a cost of $1,000 and 
was formally dedicated to the village. 


Washington park was next made de- 


lightful. 
Graveled walks were wound 


through it, in place of aggressive weeds 
lawn grass seed was sown, ground WHS 
spa^ec};^, and cultivated plants set otjt; 
mountain" ash, weeping willow and bal- 
sam trees were placed here and there, 
and wild clematis and ampelopsis were so 
planted that they would in time overrun 
the tops of these trees. Hollyhock trees 
were scattered, and asters, hydrangeas 
and wild, roses were arranged in pretty 
vistasl 'Finally fallen and decayed tim- 
ber, stumps, weeds and rubbish were 
taken from Fort Hill park, which was 


• covered over with rich soil and seeded 


down and is now an attractive green plot 
of three-qnarters of an acre surrounded 
by a fine curbing. The three parks are 
cared for at comparatively small esnend- 
iture.

EDUCATION OF GIRLS. 


Women In the Wage Earning World 


Are Helped by College Training. 
An amazing amount of educational 


sense and wise, gracious counsel are 
crowded into an article in The Independ- 
ent on college education for girls by 
Heloise Edwina Hersey, a graduate o? 
Vassal- and formerly a teacher in Smith 
college. 


The writer disposes at once of the ques- 


tion as to. whether a girl should go to 
college or not by declaring that "there 
fe'no doubt that it is becoming an obsta- 
cle to women who must enter the wage 
earning world not to have what is called 
a liberal education." With her there is 
no room for controversy upon this point. 
The profession of teaching is slowly be- 
ing closed to all those who have not the 
requisite college degree, and Miss Hersey 
believes that other professions will follow 
suit. If a woman expects to occupy a 
position of responsibility and profit, she 
must prepare for it by going to college. 
While the highest and noblest sphere of 
woman is the home, it is very plain that 
every girl, under present conditions, must 
face the contingency of being called upon 
to earn her own living. 


Among the gains of college life Miss 


Hersey places first "the trained maid." 
She demolishes the old time notion that 
college education means merely an accu- 
mulation of knowledge. Efficiency is the 
all important thing. What a graduate 
can do is of far more importance than 
what she knows. When a woman has 
been out of college five years, there la 
little probability that she would be able 
to pass the examination for the freshman 
year. The most important element ac- 
quired is "the general knowledge of the 
sweep and trend of the world's history 
which the classics and the literatures of 
our own language and of other languages 
may give us." 


Among other advantages enumerated 


by the writer are the executive experi- 
ence gained in the miniature life of the 
college, the great privilege of friendship 
and the noble gift of loyalty and devotion 
to the alma mater with which the college 
Imbues the student. 


Of course it follows that so keen a btu- 


dent of education does not believe in co- 
educational institutions because they in- 
terfere with the cultivation of those 
friendships which she extols in college 
life. 
If a girl selects a co-educational 


college, however, she should choose ono 
where the idea of womanliness dominates 
the education of women.—Chicago Itec-

HOW SHALL LABOR AND CAPITAL BE 


RECONCILED T* 


Fhe Influence of Machinery 


triallira — Ernest II, Cvo»by HOB 
Faith In Free Trade, Free land 
and Free Banking:. 
Ernest H. Crosby recently contribut- 


ed an article to the New York Journal's 
symposium In the query, "Hpw Shall 
Labor and Capital Be Reconciled?" 
The following Is a portion of Mr. Cros- 
by's very Interesting article: 


Capital and labor are at war. There 


can be no question about It. Pick up 
the morning's paper almost any day of 
the week, and you find accounts of 
strikes and lockouts and trade dls-. 
putes. "Let us have peace," all good 
people are crying, but there is no peace, 
and we do not seem to know how to se- 
cure It. There are several kinds of 
peace. There Is the peace that prevail- 
ed at Warsaw, a peace founded on mas- 
sacre and outrage and itself the foun- 
dation of despotism and oppression. 
That Is not the kind of peace that we 
long for. There is a peace that means 
life and a peace that means death, and 
•we \vnnt the former. It must be a 
peace growing out of an honest attempt 
to establish justice and containing the 
germs of a continuous growth toward 
the ideal of absolute justice. We want 
nothing less than that. 


But first of all we must know what 


the war is about. If you had been alive 
150 years ago and some prophet bad 
told you that In the year 1901 one man 
could by means of machinery do the 
work of 13, striking an average for all 
trades and industries, what would you 
have said? Would you not have ex- 
claimed, "Why, then people will only 
have to work one-thirteenth as much 
as they do now, and with two or three 
hours' vrork a day they will have all 
the luxuries imaginable." Well, it Is a 
fact. Today one man can do as much 
as 13 could in 1750. The wealth of the 
world has Increased enormously. 
In 


this country especially it Is Increasing 
by leaps aud bounds, and yet no less 
an authority than John Stuart Mill 
said 20 years ago that it was doubtful 
if machinery had lightened the toil of 
a single workman. This is perhaps an 
exaggeration. A man who has employ- 
ment now usually gets somewhat bet- 
ter pay and works somewhat shorter 
hours than he did a century and a half 
ago. Ills scale of living Is somewhat 
higher, but the advance be has made 
bears no comparison whatever with the 
ratio of 1 to 13 nor to the immense in- 
crease in -wealth of the community. 


Where has this new machine made 


wealth gone? Look around you and 
sec. One per cent of the families in 
this country own more than half of the 
wealth. There are several thousands of 
millionaires In New York city alone. 
Forty years ago there were hardly a 
dozen in the country. There were no 


B,000 down pains of socks a day, or an 
much as 50,000 people could have done 
ICO years ago. Each toy did the work 
of 1,000 people. 


Now, 
the pecullar<#hlng about such 


factories is that they employ so few 
persons, and only boys am! gtrls at 
that. In this mill the only men were In 
the packing department If this tend- 
ency goes on, what shXB we do with 
our men? A workman of 40 Is super- 
annuated. In such factories as the 
above he is discharged at 20 or so< 
What shall we do with the men? We 
may have to • hand them o\ er to the 
street cleaning department to be dump- 
ed out at sea off Coney Island. 


In another century a few hundred 


boys may be able to do all the work of 
New York, and there will be nothing 
human left except small boys and 
stockholders. Meanwhile what shall 
we do with our 5,000 dozen pairs of 
workmen's socks every day, -with'no 
workmen to wear them or, what 
amounts to the same thing, with no 
money to buy them? Is It not clear 
that we are getting into an industrial 
hole? We must find a market for the 
products which our unemployed cannot 
buy, and that Is the reason why we are 
bagging the Philippines and Cuba and 
Porto Rico and any old Island that 
comes along. If you explore the jun- 
gles of Luzon a year hence, I have no 
doubt you will see half naked savages 
gliding among the trees wearing blue 
socks with white toes and heels.

What would be- likely to happen If 


we had free trade, free land, free bank- 
ing and equal opportunities for all, as 
wo might easily have If our affairs 
were not managed by greed? The mal- 
distribution of the profits of labor is 
effected In three ways—through rent, 
interest and profit. The single tax 
would apply rent—that is, ground rent 
or economic rent, the unearned incre- 
ment of Mill—to the benefit of all. 
Free banking would tend to reduce in- 
terest to the actual cost of banking op- 
eration, and free trade would tend to 
reduce profits to the actual cost of com- 
mercial operations, and each kind of 
freedom would help each other kind. 
In this way tho channels by which tho 
just share of labor In its products es- 
capes would bc stopped up, and every 
man would get tho product of his la- 
bor, whether It be manual or mental. 
No wage earner that I have ever met 
objects to the payment in full of the 
value of management aud superintend- 
ence. If a captain of industry's srrv 
Ices are worth ?."30,000 a year, let him 
have It, but under jns,t and free condi 
tlons it Is not likely that any man's 
services would bo worth so much. It is

Every teacher of Christianity 


should be enlisted in the cause of labor 
and of Industrial peace, and fortunate- 
ly not a few of them are. 


But our political faith as well as our 


religion sets up the standard of equal 
rights and equal opportunities. The 
Declaration of Independence ts going 
out of fashion In our foreign dependen- 
cies, but we should at least keep it for 
home consumption. The equal right to 
life, liberty and tbe pursuit of happi- 
ness can hardly be said to exist In a 
land of slums andjpaluces, of child la- 
bor and unemployed and unexampled 
luxury. To accept the present divided 
cond.tion of our society as a finality is 
to be untrue not only to our Christian- 
ity, but to our democracy. Our political 
democracy is nothing but a mask be- 
hind which our industrial oligarchy 
hardly tries to hide itself. The real 
power has passed from our statehouses 
and city halls and is now centered in 
the counting room and chamber of 
commerce. Unless we can democratize 
theso our constitutions have become 
useless trappings, and we may as well 
admit that they give us no more assur- 
ance of freedom than did their senates 
and consulships to the subjects of the- 
Ccesars. And the first step toward the 
democratization of business Is the abo- 
lition of the unjust privileges which it 
cnjoj's and a free and frank recogni- 
tion of the ills which the wage earners 
suffer in consequence. 


But even to those who turn a deaf 


oar to tho pica of religion and democ- 
racy we cau appeal with equal force in 
the name of fair play. Every man wor- 
thy tho uniuo must respond to that ap- 
peal. You would not cheat at cards or 
&oll out a horse race or refuse an equal 
Chance to a rival in an athletic contest. 
Can you then consent to play the game- i 
of life with loaded dlco or insist on ov- j 
ery handicap that wealth and chance 
have given you? Is It fair to match 
your steam yacht against my leak} 
scow, your thoroughbred asjaii'st my 
broken down nag? A fair field and no 
favor, this is all that men need for tlio 
present nt any rate. The field Is not 
fair, and the favors are sold over the 
counter at Washington and Alban.\. 
ITntil there i.s a general willingness to 
aocunl fnir play in the relations of life 
the war between capital and labor will 
continue. Its c^ils may bo mitigated 
and its e\ce«ses limited, but It will still 
be waged. When fair play becomes tin

Ing the sock of blue thread. At the heel 
It substituted white thread and again 
at the toe. 
Then it cut tbe thread, 


laid the sock down and commenced on 
another. Then* was nobody near the 
machine during the operation. In fact, 
when I caine Into the room, which con- 
tained 100 similar machines, I saw no 
one at all. 


Finally In the distance I saw the 


fcead of a small boy, and tben another.

it will be a serious blow to capital. If 
the- strikers have recourse to violence, 
it will injure them most and Influence 
public opinion against them. Tbe pub- 
lic, in so far as it is a disinterested 
spectator, docs not want tyranny of 
any kind, either from the trusts or the 
trades unions, but just at present tlioy 
fire so much more In danger of a capi- 
talistic oligarchy than from trades 
union dictatorship that their interests 
are pretty clearly on the side of the 
under dog. Trades unionism Is a most 
valuable counterpoise to tlie despotism 
of monopoly. More than that, It is a 
great educational force among tho 
wage earners, and within its limits It 
Inculcates comradeship and brother- 
hood. It is teaching the people volun- 
tary co-operation of n kind, and per- 
haps some day It may develop into a 
&elf organizing democratic independent 
system of production, although it Is not 
yet ripe for this. Prom every point of 
view it Is to tho Interest of the public 
that trades unionism should thrive and 
Improve, and to this end it needs thu 
support of public opinion and must 
earn It by its wisdom and forbearance.

NAVAL NEWS. 


Many Subjects of Interest ia 


Navy and Marine Corps. 


the 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Ool; 18.—A.O 


cording to the annual report of Surgeon 
General Van Bey pen the naval force 
still employed about the Philippines 
bias been notably free from epidemic 
diseases, and, with the exception of 
Gavite fever, the diseases •with which 
patients have been admitted to the 
Oavite hospital have been those that 
Would have ojcnrred in any southern 
o imate. The bureau proposes to trans 
ter the hospital to another location. 
The present location has proved an un-. 
aealthful one, as many' of the patients 
admitted with other diseases have been 
affected by a low grade of fever which 
appears to be local in its origin. 


The commandant of the naval force 


on the station has forwarded a report 
earnestly recommending transfer of the 
hospital to Osnaoao and utilizing and 
improving the buildings partly erected 
there by the Spanish forces for use as a 
naval hospital. 
A request for an appro 


priation will be submitted for the ac 
complishicent of this transfer and im 
provement. 


The addition to the naval hospital at 


Yokohama is nearly completed, and i 
will probably be ready for occupancy 
by November 1. The hospital will then 
be ready to receives and care for all the 
patients it will probably be required tu 
accommodate. 


The reports from Guam indicate tha*. 


the inhabitants of the island are pro 
oeeding with the establishment of » 
civil hospital, showing a desire to con 
form themselves to the customs of other 
communities. 
Typhoid fever on the 


island has almost disappeared in con 
sequence of an improvement in th' 
wuter supply. 


A dispensary has been opened at 


P..go 1 ago, where the natives obtaiu 
such medicines and treatment as then 
require. 


Tha eick quaitors at San Juan, Porto 


Rico, have had very few occupants dur- 
ing the past jear. 


Very few cases of disease have oc 


carred among the naval force remaining 
in Havana. 


The bureau recently found itself com 


polled to bring to the attention of thf 
department the insanitary condition of 
the receiving ship Vermont at 
New 


York, nnd to_ recommend that its use 


AS a receiving ship be immediately dis- 
continued. The ship is old and con- 
tains BO much saturated and decayed 
wood that no amount of fumigation or 
Iminfection would have rendered her 
igaiu habitable. If the vessel id evei 
•tgain used us a receiving phip she must 
oe thoroughly overhauled, all of the de- 
cayed wood removed, and the ship thor- 
Highly disinfected. 


'It will not be long before the other 


wooden receiving ships will be in the 


e condition as the Vermont, and the 


traditions of the navy for being fore 
.landed will not be maintained if early 
steps are not taken either to prepare 
teel ships or receiving shins. 


"The hospital corps maintains its 


tandard of efficiency, and reports are 
constantly being received from medical 
ifficers indicating; the marked improve 
ment in nursing service since the es- 
ablishment of ^the corps. 


"The passage by the last congress of 


he act giving assistant surgeons iu the 
avy the same rank as assistant sur- 
geons in the army bag proved a great 
ooon to the corps. 
A very desirable 


lass of young medical men are now 
eeking admission, and the number of 
vacancies has been reduced from seven- 
een at last report to four, and it is prob 
able chat these will soon be filled." 


Surgeon General Van Eeypen says 
hat the health conditions of the navy 
and marine corps during the past year 
were not similar to those of the previ- 
ous year owing to the dietrnbauces in 
China, which caused an increase in the 
number of deaths from that cause, and 
placed a considerable force under the 
influences of unsanitary surroundings. 
During the year additional shore sta- 
tions were occupied in the tropics and 
the force on the Asiatic station, afloat 
and 
ashore, was greatly 
increased. 


Eowever, it appears that the total num. 
ber of cases under treatment, per 1000, 
of strength, was only slightly greater 
dnriog the year 1900 than the average 
for 1 he five preceding years and that 
the death rata from disease was not 
much iu excess of the average for the 
same period. 
Owing to forty deaths 


from gun-shot wounds and thirty 
from 


drowning the mortality rate from inju- 
ries was greatly mcreaaed. 


Regarding the naval academy the sur- 


geon general says:

Secretary Long Las been considering 


the review of the recent findings of the 
court of inquiry held at New York, 
which investigated the charges and 
counter charges. 
The court found that 


the two other officers were not guilty, 
and recommended that Ool. Meade be 
oourt-martialed. 


Ool. Deuney was accused by Col. 


Meade of having been influenced in 
awarding certain contracts for the con- 
traction of marine barracks at 
the 


Brooklyn yard, while both Col. Denny 
-tad Colonel Lauchbeimer charged Col. 
Vleade 
with ' having] been 
under 


the influence of liquor while they were 
making an inspection of the building 
and troops at that station.

Members and Their TViven—ITUllionn 
Paid In BenefltM—How the I'nlon 
Ha» Grown. 
Presideqt Perkins of the Cigar Mnk-' 


srs' International union made nls annu- 
Bl report to the membership. A refer- 
rndum vote of the organization recent- 
ly postponed this year's convention for 
three years, and as no report had been 
made to the membership since the ccn- 
vcntion in Detroit in 1806 President 
Perkins briefly summarizes the more 
important events and affairs of the in- 
ternational union. 


Referring to the membership and 


wages during the period covered by the 
report, he says: 


"The table showing the membership 


and number of organizations shows 
that we did not lose in membership 
during the stagnation period, and sta- 
tistics show that we did not suffer to 
any extent in the matter of reductions 
of wages. As to numbers, the member- 
ship practically remained stationary 
during the panic period. The growth 
In the membership commenced with 
the revival of industry and reached its 
greatest height during the year 1000. 


"Cigar makers to the number of Gl,- 


933 are employed in union towns and 
cities, 15,166 find employment in juris- 
diction places; total, 77,101. Twenty- 
one thousand and thirty are reported 
as hand workmen, 20,072 as mold work- 
ers, 8,850 as filler breakers and rollers, 
3,850 as machine workers and 4,250 ap- 
prentices. The number of nonunion ci- 
gar makers, as reported, is 38,583, and 
3,209 females are reported as members 
of the union. 


"The vital statistics are perhaps the 


most instructive and important ever 
compiled, showing, as they do, that, de- 
spite the intense struggle engendered 
by the present method of production 
and distribution and the tremendous 
wear and tear on one's nervous and 
physical resources, the average longev- 
ity of our members has been increased. 
The figures show that in ten years the 
average length of life of members of 
the union has increased six years and 
that the average length of the lives of 
the wives and mothers has Increased 
eight years. This remarkable showing 
and gratifying result is due chiefly to 
two causes—first, the improved condi- 
tion of the members, such as better 
wages, improved sanitary condition, 
more freedom nnd better living, all 
brought about solely through the trades 
union; second, the shortening of Jbo 
hours of labor. The latter has a direct 
bearing upon the interesting fact that 
the average length of the lives of the 
wives of members has increased, which 
can be accounted for by the significant 
fact that the household duties of work 
of the wife commences one hour later 
and ends one hour earlier and by the 
further fact that as ,the material condi- 
tion of the husband is improved by bet- 
ter wages and more leisure the wife or 
mother is enabled to live better aud 
within more pleasant surroundings." 


Speaking of strikes and lockouts, he 


says: "The tables of strike and lockout 
statistics are as complete and compre- 
hensive as possible, giving a complete 
history of aH the trade movements, 
their results, cost, per cent of gains and 
losses and where located, and once 
more demonstrate that strikes are not 
failures. The tables furnish the grati- 
fying information that trade disputes 
or strikos-are growing fewer in number 
each year despite the fact that the' 
membership is increasing and that the 
statistics sliow that we have made 
substantial gains in wages. I am per- 
suaded that some of the difficulties 
could be avoided without a strike. A 
wise, level headed committee can do 
more with,an employer with calm, log- 
ical argument than can be accomplish- 
ed 
with threats and braggadocio. 


Strikes should never be called until a 
competent committee has exhausted 
every effort to bring about a peaceful 
settlement. Always be cautious and 
never overconfident."

COST OF KEEPING CLEAN. 


of the Maicnltne Gender K«ep» 


nn Account. 


"Did you ever stop to think about how 


«tuch_ it costs to keep a man clean, to 
Keep in what the wprlJ would call a pre- 
sentable condition?" asked a rather fas- 
tidious gentleman yesterday, w.ho also' 
has an eye to the economical side of life. 


"It is no small thing when you conic to 


think about it, and independent of the 
things a man is icijiiired to bin- 'hiring 
'the'year the bill will rn» np to*a rather 
neat sum. A man IB forced to buy many 
things whicl- are never counted' in the 
cost of living .vhen he foots up the bill at 
the end of the year, and yet they tell iu 
the aggregate when it comes to his hank 
account and his income generally. But I 
was thinking of the plain, ordinary prop- 
osition of keeping oneself clean. Take, 
for instance, the matter of laundry. The 
average cost to a single man i.s at least 
60 cents a week, aud frequently tile bi'.l 
runs much above this figure. 
Clean 


clothes on this basis will cost $26 a year. 
Then there is a fellow's barber bill) tho 
cost of shaves, shampoos, hair cuts and 
shines and baths, and all these things 
*end to run the bill up. 


"Supposing that a man will take two. 


shaves every week—and this is the aver- 
age—this would make a total of 104 
shav«f during the year, and at the mini- 
mum price of 10 cents for each .shave it 
would amount at tho end of the year to 
$30.40. Baths, on an average of one each 
week and at a cost of 25 cents for each 
bath, would cos,t $13 a year. If he aver- 
ages two shines a week at the minimum 
of 5 cents for each shine, the bill will 
amount to .$5.20 for a year. One hair cut 
a month at the rate of 25 cents and one 
shampoo at the same rate would amount 
to $0. 
• "Taking these things and allowing for 
tips and things of that sort, it will be 
seen that a man will spend probably $75 
every year in keeping clean, and when 
you conic to think of this amount it will 
really clothe the average fellow who 
makes no effort to keep up with tho 
changes which mark the course of fash- 
ion. 
As a matter of fact, there arc a 


great many men ivho do not spend this 
much for clothes during the year. 
It 


may be safely estimated that the average 
man docs not spend so much in clothing 
himself. 
So on this basis the average 


man spends more in actually keeping his 
body nnd his clothes clean than he does 
for the things which clothe his body, ami 
these things manage to keep his bank ac- 
count down to that extent."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.
